has been sold by Niagara Region 
to Clickback, a company cur¬ 
rently located down the street

Clickback is a cloud-based 
software company that provides 
lead generation software prod¬ 
ucts to companies around North 
America. 

It was founded by St. 
Catharines-born Tkachuk in 
2000 and has 30 employees 
with the goal to be at 60 in the 
upcoming year. 

The deal with the Region 
doesn't close until mid-March 
but Tkachuk said the concept is 
to turn the building into a tech¬ 
nological or innovation hub for 
Clickback and other established 
tech companies or new start 

He said other high-rise build¬ 
ings in the downtown tend to be 
financial or legal business serv¬ 
ices so they'll be bringing some 
tech flair to the core. 

The six-storey office build¬ 
ing on the comer of James and 
Church streets was constructed 
in 1974. Niagara Regional Police 
housed its headquarters there 
from 2005 until September 2016, 
when the service opened its new 
$65-million building on Valley 
Way in Niagara Falls. 

The Region declared the 
3,782-square-metre building 



surplus in June prior to the big 
move. It had an asking price of 
$1,995,000 according to an eight- 
page brochure about the prop¬ 
erty put out by Colliers Intema- 

Mayor Walter Sendziklauded 
the sale in his state of the city 
address last Thursday at Merid¬ 
ian Centre. He said afterwards 
the city will work with the com¬ 
pany to help it build the tech 

"We want to fill that building 
with tech-focused companies, 
whatever field they’re in. That'll 
be the drivers of die next wave 
of investment into the commu¬ 
nity," Sendzik said. 

When Niagara Regional 
Police chose to move out of 
downtown St. Catharines and 
re-locate to Niagara Falls, it was 
seen as an obstacle for the core.
